EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1 , 3, 5-6, 33-34, 36, 38, 41 and 44-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Papa et al. (US 6,175,490 B1), Morita (US 6,023,412), and Behl (US 
6,185,097 B1), taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest a cooling 
assembly for at least one board, comprising at least among other limitations: a first 
component comprising a processor, mounted on the at least one board, an isolation 
assembly for generally enclosing heat generated from the first component, and a 
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second component being mounted on the at least one board outside of said isolation 
assembly and out side of any other isolation assembly as set forth in claims 1 and 34. 
Claims 3, 5-6, 33 and 44-47 are dependent claims from claim 1 ; and claims 36, 38, 41 
and 48-51 are dependent claims from claim 34.
